Handsomely Decorated. A RemarKablt 


Display or School Work. Much In- 


terest Manifested. Remarks 


by Father Burke. 


The closing exerciaes of St, Joseph's 


school occurred Thursday evening at St. 
Joseph's hall on Eagle street, which was 
crowded to tho doors by a deeply inter- 
ested audience composed of parents of the 
pupils and friends of the school.

The

an inspiration to us all. 


A violin solo, "Mazurka Fantastique," 


was finely rendersd by Miss Nellie C. 
Mansfield, and this was followed by a vo- 
cal solo, "The Holy City," by Edward 
Farrell. This selection was one of the 
striking features of the evening. Mr. 
Farrell has a strong and rich tenor voice 
and his rendition of the beautiful song 
was very enthusiastically received and he 
was obliged to respond to an encore. This 
was followed by the recitation of a poem 
by Miss Julia- Costello, who showed fine 
dramatic ability in addition to excellent 
delivery.

If this could be, how little

that could be easily overcome. Neighbors 
would understand each other better. We 
are all citizens of this republic and lean 
assure the citizens of this city that those 
who go out from this school will be per- 
meated with love for their country's flag, 
and will not be found wanting if ever 
called upon to defend it. This is not mere 
sentiment on my part. I was born in the 
very heart of this old commonwealth, and 
who shall dare lo reproach me with a lack 
of patriotism because I am a CathoJic 
priest? 


Father Burke thanked the audience for 


their presence and then addressed a few 
words to the class. Xo one, he said, feels 
sadder to part with you than your pastor. 
You came to this school as little boys and 
girls, and during all the years you have 
studied here I thought I saw something 
good and noble in each one of you. That 
promise has been fulfilled and I thank 
God for it. You are now about to separ- 
ate and go out into the world to meet its 
temptations, but if you remain true to 
your teachings you will be able to over- 


j come all obstacles. I bid you God speed. 
You have your pastor's blessing and you 
will have the prayers of the sisters and of 
my assistants. 


Father Burke then awarded the di- 


plomas and rings, which closed the exer- 
cises. He announced that the exhibit of 
school work would be left in the hall till 
Monday. The hall will be open Saturday 
and Sunday, and all interested are cor- 
dially invited to call and examine the 
work.

A Nc-.v Law Which is Dcsi^nc-J lo insure 


Healthful Condition:. 


Among the laws enacted by ihe legisla- 


ture last winter is one regarding*bakeries. 
It requires, tir it ot all, that all buildings 
used as bakeries shall i>e properly drained 
and connected with a suitable syr-tcm of 
plumbing. There shall be no sleeping 
rooms or water closets opening directly 
into the bakery, nor shall men be allowed 
to s'eep in any part of the shop. 


The most strict measures are called fcr 


in regard to the bakcrooms themselves. 
".Every room," says the statute, ''shall 
have an impermeable floor of cement or 
of tiles laid in cement; and the side walls 
shall be plastered or wainscoted and 
whitewashed once in three months if re- 
quired by the authorities." Every owner* j 
lessee or agent of such an establishment j 
shall within sixty days' notice comply I 
with this statute under penalty of not less i 
than f20 or more than *50 fine. 
j 


A copy of the law has been submitted ] 


by City Clerfc Brooker to the board of 
health, upon whom devolves the enforce- ' 
incnt of the law and the board may !•.• | 
trusted to see that its provisions are eu::.- 
plied with. Sanitary matter." in this city 
are being looked after very carefully this 
year and it is the purpose of the board to 
enforce all the health laws strictly and im 
partially. 


It is believed that most of the bakeries 


in North Adams arn well kept, but there 
are undoubtedly establishments in the big 
cities which will have to undergo a house- 
cleaning under the new law.

According to the books 
of the supreme council, the amonnt of 
protection carried by all the members is 
$520,000,000, which fact places it in the 
ranks of the foremost insurance

panies in the country. 
The local council 


has 134 members and was founded in 1SS4.

EDITOR OF THE TRANSCRIPT:—An ounce 


of history is worth a ton of prophecy. 
In judcing how women would vote in 
Massachusetts, a fair estimate of proba- 
bilities may be gained by observing how 
they have voted in other states. 


In Wyoming, women have had full 


suffrage for the last twenty-seven years. 
They show H marked tendency to vote for 
the best candidates, 
The testimony to 


this faetcomeB from men of all political 
parties. 


Ex-Governor Warren of Wyoming (Re- 


publican) said in a letter to Horaca G. 
Wadlin of Massachusetts: 


Our women consider much more care" 


ul'y than our men the character of candi- 
lates, and both political parties have 
"omul themselves obliged to nominate 
heir best men in order to obtain the sup- 
>ort of the women.1* 


Hon. N. L. Andrews (Democrat) speaker 


of the Wyoming House of Representa- 
ives, wrote that he went to Wyoming 
itrongly opposed to equal suffrage, but 
lad been converted by his observation of 
ts results. He said: 


"The women use the ballot with more 


ndependence and discrimination in regard 
:o the qualifications of candidates than 
men do. If tho ballot in the hand of 
woman compels political parties to place 
their best men in nomination, this, in and 
oi itself, is a sufficient reason for sustain- 
"n£ wotnar* suffrage,'1 


Ex-Chief Justice Fisher of Wyoming 


says: 


"The women watch the nominating con- 


ventions, and if the Republicans put abad 
nan on their ticket and the Democrats a 
rood one, the Republican women do not 
lesitate a moment in scratching off the 
lad and substituting the good. It is just 
so with the Democrats." 


Hon. John W. Kingman, ibr four years 


a judge of the Supreme courtof Wyoming, 
says: 


"It is very common, in considering the 


availability of an aspirant for office, to 
ask, 'How doea he stand with the ladies?' 
Frequently the men set aside certain ap- 
plicants for office, because their characters 
would not stand the criticism of women. 
The women manifest a great deal of inde- 
pendence in their preference for candi- 
dates, and have frequently defeated bad 
nominations " 


Mrs. 
L, W. Smith, superintendent of 


schools for Carbon Co., Wyoming, says: 


"A woman is more apt to work for the 


individual than for party. If a candidate 
is not correct in character, the entire 
feminine vote is against him, irrespective 
of party. This fact renders it a neoeraity 
for each party to nominate good men, or 
their delcat is a foregone conclusion." 


The editor of the Xew York Observer is 


oppose i to woman suffrage. 
He wanted 


some strong testimony against it, and 
wrote to a lady of iiis acquaintance in 
Wyoming, the wife of a United States, 
judge, and a leading member of the Pres- 
byterian church, asking her to write an 
account of the 
practical workings of 


woman suffrage for his paper. 
She 


replied: 


"I came to Wyoming three years ago 


from Missouri, and brought with me fully 
the usual amount of conservatism; and I 
regarded with peculiar suspicion the idsa 
of woman's entering the political arena. 
My observations have materially modified 
my views upon this subject. 
The women 


are less governed by party considerations 
than men, and both political parties have 
come to recognize the necessity of nomi- 
nating their best men or at least not nom- 
inating bad men, if they desire to succeed." 


In Kansas, women have had municipal 


suffrage for the last nine years, and the 
experience there has been similar. Judge 
Johnson of the Kansas Supreme Court 
says: 


"In consequence, a higher class of offi- 


cers are chosen, and we have cleaner and 
stronger city governments." 


Judge Valentine, of the Kansas Supreme 


Court 
concurs in 
saying that where 


women can vote at city elections, only the 
'names of fairly good candidates are pre. 
sented, "for, as a rule, only such can be 
elected. 
The women's votes have gen. 


erally been cast in favor of good officers 
and good government." 


Even at the antipodes, the women of 


South Australia and New Zealand are 
showing the same characteristics as voters. 
In a recent letter to the Sidney Daily 
Telegraph, a correspondent opposed to 
women suffrage indulges in the following 
lament: 


When the freshly enfranchised women 


of New Zen.land flocked to the polls a year 
or two ago, and voted straight ngainst 
every ciindidate whoso record wasn't spot- 
less, or who had becm found out, it had to 
lie admitted that whatever could be said 
about it on other grounds, female suffrage 
was a sure and strong influence in favor 
of political respectability. 
It is now 


transpiring in a very forceful way that 
this wave of purity is going to fribble 
away the importance of many leading 
citizens, and prevent a number of deserv- 
ing partisans from beinft rewarded for 
their fidelity. 
Respcctabiliiy stalks un- 


checked through the land, breathing on 
men who have stood pretty well hitherto 
and crumpling them up." 


This wail was called out by .the fact 


that the Women's political league of Wei" 
lington had sent to the Premier a protest 
against his appointing to office a man of 
notoriously corrupt character. The cor- 
respondent of the Sydney Telegraph con- 
tinues : 


"This sort of woman makes the mis- 


take of confounding private arlairs with 
public ones.

MONEY b'ENDERS, "" 


tVideipr»a<l Fraud Alleged by a Man Who 


Has Been Investigating Them. 


The American pawnbroker and the Eng- 


lish moneylender nro engaged in n genera! 
Way In the same line of business, but theii 
methods are different nnd they appeal to 
different classes of borrowers. Some of the 
facts brought out by the recent investiga- 
tlon of the Kuglish money lenders and the 
tricks that they employ to extort usurious 
rates of interest have surprised even the 
Englishmen themselves necustomed a? 
they aro to look upon the money lender ar 
a national institution whose usefulness is 
unquestioned. 


Thoma* Farrow, secretary of tho Agri- 


cultural Batiks' association, is the man whc 
started tin.-lust campaign against the mon- 
ey lenders, and it is chiefly duo to his OWE 
investigations that the revelations have 
been made. 
Through his work one of the 


most notorious usurers has Just been sent 
to prison nnd a do^cn others have fled the 
country or given up business. Mr. Farrow 
has circulated broadcest plain statements 
of facts about the great; money lending con 
cerus, giving their names and details oi 
their victims. One penny book of his, "Ij 
the Money Lender's Clutches, " has sold tc 
the extent of 100.000 copies, though it left 
the press only fir* months n;ro. 


It was through the formation of the Ag- 


ricultural Banks' association that Mr. Far- 
row's attention was drawn to *^; money 
lenders. 
From information which was 


placed before his first comrWttcc meeting 
he was impressed by the fact «.hat in every 
other country tbo land had been overrun 
with extortioners before such banks were 
started. He wondered whether the samp 
thing was true, in England, and ho soon 
learned enough to make him want to carry 
his investigations further. Mr. Farrow in- 
serted advertisements In morn than 50C 
papers nnd distributed 20.000 leaflets ink- 
ing for iuformation. 
Ho nlso visited hun- 


dreds oi: borrowers whoso names and ad- 
dresses were secr.red from the bills of sale 
registry and other sources. 
As a result ol 


his inquiries ho said last week to an Ens; 
hsh writer that the number of peoplo in, 
the money lenders' clutches was immense, 
especially among fanners, clergymen and 
working people. 


"Country clergymen," he said, "conse 


quent upon agricultural depression, arc 
driven to try to get temporary aid, and 
once they are in the toils there is too often 
little escape for them. Personally I know 
of many clergymen thus bound. 
Tl-.t 


xisurers like to have dealings with farmers, 
for the farmer is usually an honest man, 
and as he is tied to one place by his calling 
he cannot slip away like a townsman. Th« 
bills of sale registered iu England alont 
average fl,400 a year, aud their numbci 
gives only a faint idea of the extent of the 
evil. I myself in the earlv stage of my 
inquiries put a test advertisement in foil! 
London papers for one Shy only, offering 
money at 10 per cent, and obtained £S3 re 
plies." 


"\Vhat are your chief complaints againrt 


the. money lenders!- ' 


"Their advertisements offering monci 


are crammed with falsehoods. 
Many oi 


them never lend money <it all, but simply 
rob inquirers of preliminary fees. 
Their 


ordinary rate of interc-.t when money i;- 
advanced is o per cent a month, not 5 pei 
cent a year, and generally they deceive the 
borrowers iu every imaginable way. They 
bring about the ruin of hundreds and 
thousands of people every year, and yet the 
law affords them every assistance and gives 
borrowers no protection." 


Mr. Farrow explained the way in which 


the business is done. 
When a victim re- 


plies to the announcements of the money 
lenders, they return tn answer that before 
doing business they must have a small 
amount—10 shillings. £1 or £2—to covet 
expenses of investigating tho applicant's 
case. 
Tho victim sends the money, and a 


week or two afterward receives a letter to 
the effect that tiicy cannot do business 
with him. In juany cases no inquiries are 
made 
Unless the applicant is a profes- 


sional man m good position, such as a 
clergyman holding a living, the lender 
usually requires a bill of sale on furniture 
or stock. These bills of sale work many 
hardships. Mr. Farrow has gathered hun- 
dreds of instances going to prove that they 
simply furnish the money lender with the 
means for extorting large sums of money. 
Borrowers are tricked into signing them 
without knowing what they aro. Within 
a few days after a man has given a bill of 
sale he may find all his other creditor.5 
down on him demanding instant payment. 


The number of Englishmen who are in 


the clutches of the money lenders and 
hopelessly so is surprising, and it em- 
braces men in all callings. Mr. Farrow is 
now working for sweajflng changes In the 
laws regulating money lenders. 
The out- 


come of his investigations is in doubt. 
England without money lenders would be 
an uncomfortable place for the great army 
c,f borrowers who pawn family name a'ud 
expectations for present needs.—Xew York 


A Suggestion Tbat Cellars Bhonld B* Plan- 


ned to Berva a« a Kef use. 


Such frightful catastrophes as the recen* 


tornado at Sherman, Tex., by which 150 
lives were Instantly destroyed, will go far 
to make dwellers In the east thankful that 
their lot has been cast In a safe land. It 
Is hard for one who has passed his life 
among the firm and rock ribbed hills of 
New England to understand the terror ol 
nature which overhangs so larga a part of 
our fair country. Now and again a forked 
tongue of lightning may dart down from 
a thundercloud and hungrily lick up a 
human life, or occasionally a spring freshes 
may carry away incautious dwellers in the 
valleys. 
But we know nothing of the ter- 


ror which blanches the face of the Inhabit- 
ant of the far southwest when the solid 
earth rocks and swings under his feet and 
bottomless abvsses yawn open to right and 
to left, or of the fear that stills tho heartpf 
the tiller of the rich Mississippi plain* 
when the murky clouds twist like black 
and green snakes and lash the earth with 
their cruel blows. A catastrophe like tao 
Mill river flood is an event in New Engj 
land history, the result of abnormal con- 
ditions and of man's carelessness. Yet few 
more lives were lost by this cataclysm than 
were destroyed in a moment the other day 
by the caprice of nature. Still less are Wf 
able to realize such stupendous convulsions, 
of nature as the eruption of Krakatoa. a 
few years since, when the sea and tho fiery 
lava swallowed up 125,000 souls, and a 
whole fleet of ships wns sucked down into 
a burning vorter in midocean, or the great 
floods of tha Yellow river, hardly less de- 
structive to human life To the New Eng- 
landcr nature is a friend. He watches the 
gathering storm with frank fearlessness 
and does not hide In the cellar when the 
sky is black, as in the southwest. 


It is obvious that the cyclone will be a 


more end more terrible scourga as tho 
steady press of emigration peoples the 
great plains of the west. There is o not un- 
common impression that such storms aro 
becoming more frequent or even that they 
arc a comparatively new thing. 
Tho true 


explanation of this seeming inercase is that 
as the country becomes more thickly settled 
the storms clo moro damage. 
There are 


vastfl(Hstr!ets where every neighborhood 
has its "windfall," a narrow gorge, per- 
haps Ics? than 100 feet wide, running for 
miles through the forest, in which there Is 
no tree standing. 
The largest oaks have 


been broken oft or pulled up by tho roots 
and sent careering perhaps half a mile, in- 
to the sky, while outside of this belt tho 
frailest shrub Is unharmed. There was an 
uureported cyclone. 
On the prairies such 


storms are constantly happening and leave 
no sr.ch trail. 
Occasionally a solitary 


ranch is blown into the n^xt state, and per- 
haps an item gets into ihe papers. 


The cellar is the only element in archi- 


tecture that can be counted upon In these 
wind swept districts, aud here we must 
find the key to lifs saving building. 
We 


suggest to western architects that in cities 
as well as in the country they make the 
cyclone cellar the basis of their work. Only 
In H bombproof casemate underground 
can one really be ^nf". And, furthermore, 
no time must he >v«stcd in getticf; there 
Tho cyclone •. >os not give warning. 
Why 


not adopt Uie plan in use in the fire de- 
partments, and in place of the slow and 
clumsy stairs have sliding poles by which 
the whole family can deposit themselves in 
a place of safety almost in the twinkling 
of an eye? Then, with a system of electric 
alarms, to give the needed minute of grace, 
the loss of life might be almost entirely 
done away with1. 
The American is nat- 


urally brave and reckless and seldom thinks 
of danger till it comes, but such frightful 
disasters as this have, their lesson, and it is 
time that builders were beginning serious- 
ly to study the problem, instead of copying 
houses which do well enough In the tran- 
quil eastern states. — Springfield (Mass.) 
Republican. 


I'os-II Skull of a Bis Beaver. 


One of the rarest of fossil remains has 


been unearthed in Michigan near the In- i 
diana state Hue and is now in the posses- I 
sion. of Crooi-gc A. Baker ot South Bend, 
Ind. It is the skull of a mammoth beaver, ! 
a monster of tho quaternary Rge, existing j 
contemporaneously with the mastodon and 
i 


megatbenum. In only five other instances i 
in tho United States and in this country | 
alone l.'ivo any portion of the remains of a 
manimui h beaver been found, and these 
were always of the teeth or skull, but gen- 
erally of only the teeth. 
The first dis- 


covery wss at Xashport, Licking county, j 
O , by Professor Foster, whoso find—a 
skull—is described in American Rodcnti 
by Professor Allen and a cast of which 
was taken by Professor Agassiz, and the 
cast alone romrdiis. 


The skull possessed by Mr. Baker is 12M 


inches lonp, is about 6 inches wide and 
stands about 5 inches high. It has tho 
teeth and also the great incisors used in 
treo cutting. The incisors are about y 
inches long and 1H inches in diameter 
It was found in a bog, and from compari- 
son with other descriptions is the largest 
and finest specimen now known to exist 
The live animal could not have weighed 
less than 400 pounds,—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette.

DEATH OF LYMAN TRUM8ULL. 


Brilliant Career of the Late United States 


Senator. 


Chicago, June 26.—Lyman Trumbull, 


former United States senator, who died 
at his home in this city yesterday, was 
born in Colchester, New London coun- 
ty, Conn., in 1813. For more than sixty 
years his had been a life of ceaseless 
activity. Ha had been school teacher, 
lawyer, judge. He had played his part 
in politics—on the gtump, in tha halls 
of congress, in the deliberations of 
parties and as a non-combatant coun- 
sellor. In the beginning he was an an- 
ti-slavery democrat. As a republican 
he fought side by side with the immor- 
tal Lincoln and the men v» ho founded 
the republican party of to-day. Then 
his party, as he thought, departed 
from its true mission and followed a 
line his conscience would not indorse. 
Resolutely he turned his back on 
his former associations and became a 
democrat. In the latter years of his 
life he parted company with that 
party. He took such a ground against 
the extension of power of the United 
States courts that he became the iiope 
of the populists and, in a sense, their 
counsellor. Judge Trumbull's last ap- 
pearance in a court room was made as 
counsel for the American Railway 
union officers before the supreme court 
at Washington. Judge Trumbull was 
twice married. His first wife was Julia 
Maria Jayne of Springfield, to whom 
he was wedded in 1843. She died in 
Washington in 1868. In 1887 he mar- 
ried Mary J. Ingraham of Saybrook, 
Conn.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 20.—Low- 


ering skies, achijly atmosphere and an 
occasional drizzle of rain makes the 
opening of the day of the great 'varsity 
race a dismal one. Even the enthusi- 
asm of the colleg lads, who are packed 
like sardines in the hotels, is affected 
by the low barometer. Nevertheless, 
the wearers of college colors began 
early to show signs of the lively inter- 
est they take in their respective crews. 
Followers of the different crews are 
sure that their favorites will win, and 
wagers were made on college loyalty 
more than on the merits of men in the 
boats. Excellent arrangements have 
been made for viewing the race. An 
observation train of forty cars are in 
readiness. Seats are provided for 3,000 
people. This train will start with the 
racing crews and follow them to tha 
finish. The train runs on the West 
Shore track, from which no obstructed 
view of the course is had. On the river 
a fleet of excursion boats, private 
i-achts, all kinds of water craft, will 
occupy positions near 
the finish. 


United States revenue cutters Manhat- 
tan and Hudson will keep the steamers 
clear of the course. The steam yachts 
Walla Walla and the tug Susi, with 
two naptha launches will assign boats 
to anchorage positions and preserve or- 
der in the flotilla. 


The Course. 


Aside from the Crowd on the train 


and the crowd on excursion, boats, 
other crowds will gather on the river 
banks from
